CASE 5—SKID BOARD DANGER 


when delivered our building are 
taken from the truck the elevator across the skid 
board feet long, since the truck cannot back 
closer than feet from the elevator. year ago, when 
receiving skid, stuck the middle the skid board 
due combination sagging board and possibly 
the skid not being jacked high enough. Our shipper 
got behind the skid and pushed hard, and the entire 
skid board slipped off the tail the truck, dropping the 
skid which caught our man and injured him seriously 
that still incapacitated.

The table indices, assuming the 1939 average 100, 
quotes high employment index 108.4 for August 1944, 
which tapered off 106.0 for June 1945, and dropped 
level 103.5 for July and August. Payrolls have dropped 
almost steadily this order: August 1944, 182.0; June 1945, 
186.3; July, 178.3, and August, 173.5.

general figures for printing, publishing, and allied industries.

Report urges emphasis placed basic 


research instead materials testing 


Plans for new, large-scale program research 
within the industry were presented and recommended 
the BMI convention last month. The recommenda- 
tions, embodied report read Ralph Box (Country 
Life Press) chairman the Institute’s Research Com- 
mittee, were turned over the Board Directors for 
immediate action, The report stated that establishment 
such program would enable the industry 
far beyond the routine testing materials now carried 
on, and provide for intensive study methods, 
equipment, processes, and new materials. Final adop- 
tion the program would call for special assessments 
funds $50,000 with which carry out. 

Because the importance the industry such 
program, B&BP herewith publishes the complete text 


the Committee’s report, feeling that deep 
interest all our readers. 


FEW YEARS THIS IN- 
dustry, through the Book Manufacturers’ Institute, em- 


ployed research chemist, Blaylock, who worked 
the laboratory the Government Printing Office. 
Although now government employee, the indus- 
try can still arrange have him work our problems 
making the necessary arrangements with the G.P.O. 

Blaylock developed several worthwhile projects for 
the betterment the industry whole—projects 
which were purely research nature. But, while 
devoted some his time basic research, apprecia- 
ble amount time was spent testing materials—a 
service available all, but not used any great extent 
many companies. also appears that due certain 
conditions beyond his control, Blaylock was distinctly 
hampered his efforts basic research. Perhaps 


much this was due lack vital interest the 
part this industry. 


uncoordinated effort the past 


FOR THE SPAN YEARS during which Blay- 
lock was employed the BMI, research our industry 
has been mostly elementary. consists few plants 
individuals carrying separate studies and ex- 
periments—often the same project—without any 
coordination one with the other. The fellow who solves 
the suddenly find himself visited most 
the others the industry all hoping find idea 
which they can adopt their own plants. This method 
solitary individual research extremely costly for 
the plant doing the research and also extremely costly 
for those waiting for somebody else solve the prob- 
lem. Those who think they are getting cheap ride 
the efforts others, are, reality, along with every- 
one else the industry, suffering gradual, costly, and 
‘inevitable stagnation. 


All industries, including our own, depend research 


for continued growth and vigor. The 
ments most successful large corporations the 
ical, steel, radio, and other fields, carry huge charges ‘or 
research, but similar expense item practically 
existent the operating statements most companies 
engaged this industry. Perhaps this absence 
spent for research our industry explains part why 
many our processes are white-bearded with age, and 
questionable from engineering scientific viewpoint. 


wide-scale research program essential 


THE CONSIDERED OPINION your present 
Committee that cannot grow program which 
expects few produce the results little 
pense the others. this industry genuinely inter- 
ested building for sound future and keeping 
abreast technological improvements correlated 
well competitive industries, then research must play 
leading part and the launching effective research 
program long over-due. You have been spending little, 
and getting little return. recommend research pro- 
gram that will cost much more than you have spent 
the past, but which greater profits your 
invested dollars and provide impetus toward 
gains. 

Labor costs are constantly increasing. These must 
offset with improvements processes our fields 
are remain secure from the raids more enterpris- 
ing competitive processes. Our long standing policy 
doing little the line research places poor 
position for offensive against some the younger 
competitive processes such visual education, but 
had better hustle ourselves into better defensive posi- 
tion lest continually rising costs make this industry 
still more vulnerable. 


separate research testing 


RECOMMEND THE SEPARATION pure research from 
materials testing. The time spent research should 
encroached upon the routine testing 
The latter relatively standardized and commer- 
cialized business and commercial testing laboratories 
available most cities any size. Individual 
should arrange with these established laboratories for 
the testing their materials, and not interfere with 
basic research program. 

The research program should placed with 
search organization national reputation, such as, for 
example, Batelle Memorial Institute Ohio, Mellon 
Institute Pittsburgh, and several others 
reputation. Before placing your research program, 
possible research facilities should investigated 
determine which has the best record, the best 
and whose physicists and chemists have had the 
experience with graphic arts problems.

possible change-over from war formats 


QUESTION RAISED from the floor regarding the 
effect production should some publishers break away 
from war formats. Box agreed that production involving 
change-overs from thin paper heavy paper, and back 
again, created serious folding problem—one 
needed study. 

This opened the question postwar 
Wesol observing that textbook publishers already were 
ordering heavier paper. Nicholson stated that from 
evidence his disposal, the publishers would increase 
book dimensions, but would hold maximum 
basis paper, and would increase type face sizes, thus 
making more pages per book. 
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Isenbarger raised the question the effect ma- 
terials production. Box suggested that trying save 
money materials often defeated its purpose, in- 
ferior materials were apt decrease efficiency pro- 
duction and thus actually cost more the end. Wesol 
advocated close cooperation between manufacturing and 
purchasing departments. was good plan, said, 
for the purchasing department turn over sample ma- 
terials the manufacturing department for testing 
buying them ‘in quantity. 

response question about changes operating 
set-ups, Box advised more specializing 
piants for higher efficiency—picking the types work 


you want do, and rejecting others. “Find out where 
you want go,” said, “and plan accordingly.” Nich- 
olson again disagreed, saying that book manufacturer, 
contractor, should prepared handle all types 
work publisher might require. Constructively, 
thought special department should set the 
plant plan production unusual tricky jobs. 

summation, Isenbarger opined that, from the view- 
points presented, seemed obvious that over-all, 
standard blue-print for production planning could 
outlined for all plants. organizational plan would 
have adopted each plant, according the types 
work wanted do, were readily available for it.

For ONE THING, second printing color was utilized 
with the actual color the wires and cables—a 
color that being used promotional angle Cres- 
cent’s censumer advertising. The color, attractive 
maroon, shows bleed strip running down the 
outside edge each page, with the product trade name 
reverse lettering; used for type and rules set off 
parts headings the catalogued material; added 
illustration matter, both background, and 
integral part photos and drawings, diagramming auto- 
mobile wiring systems; and the cover art work, show- 
ing hand holding length cable. The production 
illustrations, printed black halftone, are vignetted 
against the red backgrounds, light-screened area out- 
the illustration itself.

BINDING HAD ACCOMMODATE practical handling 
the part the recipient the catalog—the jobber 
could complete unit itself, but also could 
inserted into loose-leaf binder with other catalogs 
user desired.

What asserted the first successful book wrapping 
jacketing machine offered the industry announced 
this month the Pathe Tool Manufacturing Co., Inc., 441 
Lexington N.Y.C. pre-view the machine opera- 
tion held shortly the company’s City plant, the 
date the showing announced. 

vice-president and general manager, 
displaying the machine representatives, described 
capable jacketing approximately 1000 books per hour, hav- 
ing been tested over run 60,000. Its range bulk from 
Behrens observed that about minutes sufficed for each new 
set-up.

When the jacket has been registered over the opened book, 
pushers are thrust forward from each side which tuck the 
jacket flaps over the cover sides. The book then moves 
upward through set pressing rolls that press the jacketed 
book firmly, and then discharge into delivery conveyor 
belt the top the machine, ready for insertion cartons. 

Behrens described the mechanism the jacketing machine 
carefully safeguarded against accidents, either operators 
books. Electrical stop contacts are installed throughout 
the machine that operation will automatically cease when 
book jacket fed, the event some mechanical 
failure the jacketing operation. master switchboard 
utilized control all the electrical circuits, and two complete

Few the products de- 
livered, however, were printing machinery; over per 
cent were gun mounts, recoil mechanisms, shells, rockets, 
radar equipment, range finding apparatus and machine 
tools. The total overall value each four months’ ship- 
ments equalled the value whole year’s shipment 
per-war production printing machinery. 

For the first seven months 1945, printing machin- 
ery manufacturers were 82.5 per cent converted war 
work, against average 32.6 per cent for indus- 
tries producing metal products before the war, WPB 
said.

MEETING THE 
Trade Book Clinic, American Institute Graphic 
Arts, Institute headquarters, the evening Oc- 
tober 24, concerned itself with two major topics—a new 
method selecting the monthly list books picked 
the best all publishers’ output regard design and 
manufacture, and the question continuance war- 
time formats. Presiding was Morris Colman (Viking), 
chairman, Trade Book Clinic Committee. The guest 
panel invited discuss war formats from the pub- 
lishers’ and sellers’ viewpoints consisted Frederic 
Melcher, editor, Publishers’ Weekly; Ben Zevin, World 
Publishing Co., Cleveland; Jack Goodman, Simon 
Schuster; Joseph Margolies, Brentano’s; Edmond Sea- 
grave, editor, The Bookseller, London; Catherine Van 
Dyne, Newark Public Library; Curtis Powers, Reynal 
Hitchcock; and Robert Giroux, Harcourt, Brace. 


new method for Clinic selections 


Tue REPORTED that, due some 
dissatisfaction with the present one-man jury system 
selecting the best books each month, new had 
been recommended. would consist two-person 
“screening jury” being appointed the Committee each 
month select fairly large number books—20 
—which deserved consideration. These books would 
brought meeting the full Clinic, and those present 
would cast their ballots, after examining and discussing 
the books. From these ballots, the top five six would 
named the monthly selections. addition, any 
Clinic member would free bring along any book— 
books—that felt worthy consideration, and these 
would placed with the “screened” group for candi- 
dacy. 

This method was adopted for the November selections, 
and after considerable discussion, was voted con- 
tinue the system experimentally for month so, 
see worked out satisfactorily. Chief advantages 
the new system were seen carrying out the primary 
purpose the Clinic—affording the membership oppor- 
tunity and discuss first hand, representa- 
tive proportion each month’s output, and avoiding 
the viewpoint element which cannot escaped 
under the one-man selection method. Possible drawbacks 
were seen ones—mainly the practica- 
bility getting the Clinic membership together each 
month for luncheon dinner meeting, plus the work 
involved making all the detailed arrangements.
